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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the claims are structurally 
different than the cited art. That Graham (1984) make a different recombinant vector, that Fu et al. have remainder cos ITR, do not teach 
complete removal of vector, and is not efficient and finally the neither Chen et al. or Snaith et al. teach or suggest the improved efficiency of 

the claimed invention. 

Applicants arguments have been fully considered and not found persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments over each reference alone is not persuasive for reasons previously cited. 

Applicants arguments of the difference in efficiency in Fu et al. versus the present invention and assertion that this is important for gene 
therapy is not persuasive because applicant has not shown that this is not beyond routine expermentation. Also, since the 
vector/adenovirus is made, it is not pointed how this effects gene therapy because the method is drawn to making a recombinant virus, not 
to scaled up production/ hi titer production of viral stocks or methods of gene therapy. 

As previously discussed and as known in the art, one would know about the size limits of adenovirus and be motivated to remove extra 
sequences. Recombinases have been used to do this in the adenovus art as cited in chen et al. 
Furthermore, the claims do not exclude the inclusion of the cos ITR sequences. 
The rejection is maintained. 
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
